PROFESSOR Hayden, of the United States e survey, says 


„The earthquakes along the seaboard from Washington to Charleston, 102 ‘those in 
southern Europe, show that some mighty change has been and is still going on in the 
centre of the earth. Then, again, this winter has been rematkable for the worst storms 
in the west and northwest known to the scientifio world. The cause of this I cannot tell, 
but scientific men here and abroad concur in the opinion that we are approaching an 


interesting period. change in the 
earth’s physical condition. 

This is the testimony of an of science respecting a matter 
of great importance to the human race. But long before the voice of science 
expressed any fears of a change in the physical condition of the earth, attended 
as it necessarily will be by the death and misery of untold multitudes of the 
human family, the voice of revelation declared. that a time would come when 
these calamities, consequent upon the changes in ‘the physical condition of 
our planet, would take place. 

In answer to the question, “ What will be the sign of thy coming and of 
the end of the world?’ pat to the Son of God by His apoatles, He told them 
there would be wars and rumors.of wars, that nation would rise against 
nation, and kingdom against kingdom: and there shou'd be femines and 
pestilences and earthquakes in divers places: but these thiugs were to be only the 
beginning of sorruws.

John the Revelator also, in vision, was permitted to behold these calamities 
that are to happen to our planet, and has left upon e e 
mies them, in the following Passage:

quake; and the sun became black as sackcloth of hair, and the moon became as blood; 
and the stars of heaven fell unto the earth, even as a fig tree casteth her untimely figs 
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when she is shaken of a mighty wind. And the heaven departed as a scroll when it is 
rolled together; and every mountain and island were moved out of their places. And 
the kings of the earth, and the great men, and the rich men, and the chief captains, and 
the mighty men, and every bondman, and every free man, hid themselves in the dens 
and in the rocks of the mountains; and said to the mountains and rocks, Fall on us, and 
hide us from the face of him that sitteth on the throne, and from the wrath of the Lamb: 


for th great day bf his wrath is come; and who shall be able to stand? 

The word of the Lord has gone forth then to all mankind. that these events 
are to transpire, and all are doubtless necessary in the progress of our planet 
towards that perfect state it is the design of the Lord to bring it into; 
for it is to become a ‘Sphete—the home of celestial intelligences, and 
these physical changes spoken of in the word of God, and anticipated by 
men of science, are all necessary to the accomplishment of that object, though 
it will doubtless bring much sorrow and sere distress to the wicked inhabi- 
tants of the earth. Why say it will bring distress to the wicked? Because

The fifty-seventh annual Conference of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints commenced at Provo, on Wednesday morning, April 6th, 
The attendance was large throughout the three days it was in session, A 
lengthy and powerful epistle was read from the First Presidency, which will 
appear in the shortly. 

Professor Karl G. Maeser, Principal of the Brigham Young Academy, was 
arrested on the 5th of April at Provo, on the charge of unlawful cohabitation. 
Brother Maeser is advanced in yeurs, a gentleman of culture and education, 
and of sterling qualities. Of such are the victims of a mistaken and crnel 
policy on the part of the government. 


There was a stock-holders meeting of the Z.0.M J. of Salt Lake City on the 
5th of April, and Superintendent H. S. Eldredge rendered a semi-annual 
statement of the concern.

After a great 
deal of worry and noise the alleged “home” was started, with a board of 
management composed of Henry W. Lawrence, Mrs, Charles S. Zane, Mrs, 
Jeannette Ferry, Mrs. Martha Campbell and Miss Martha Locke, and a 
matron, Mra. Dr. Wood, who was imported from the east. Up to the present 
time four women have entered the “home,” and two of these have left, 
alleging ill-treatment as the cause. One of them says she would have left 
long before, but that the matron threatened to take her children from ‘her, 
The complaint of one of these ladies has been submitted to Governor Went, 
and an investigation is to be had into the alleged mis-treatment. § —
